The LIFT Alumni

"Compared with 
other universities, the response 
of Redeemer Alumni is 
exceptional" according to 
Campaign Director, Greg 
Hatton. "The participation of 
Alumni attending Redeemer 
College in its pioneer decade is 
an encouraging sign of support 
into the next century.” 


LIFT Campaign Over $10.1 million 


Redeemer College has just 
announced that its campaign, 
Leadership Investment For 
Tomorrow (LIFT), which 
kicked off last September, is 
achieving landmark results in 
raising $10.1 million in just 
eight months. Carrying it to 
over $10 million is a $3.7 
million contribution from an 
anonymous donor. 

"As the only private 
Christian undergraduate 
university in Ontario, our 
operation depends totally on 
private support and tuition," 
said President, Henry R. 
DeBolster. "Raising this 
amount is a solid indication of 
the viability of our university 
and of the desire of the public 
to see institutions such as ours 
thrive in Ontario." 

According to President 
DeBolster, the extraordinary 
contribution of $3.7 million 
will make it possible to 
address all of the critical 
needs set forth in its 
fund-raising program. 


The LIFT campaign objectives 
include funding for a teacher 
education program, residence 
expansion, library, 
scholarships, research, and 
reduction of capital debt. With 
the level of success attained so 
far, the campaign hopes to 
build its momentum ina 
serious effort to eliminate the 
remaining bank debt which 
presently stands at about $4 
million. | 

Campaign chairman, Kees 
Vreugdenhil, an executive with 
Union Gas in Chatham, 
believes there is much more 
potential: "With over $10 
million raised, we’ve only 
scratched the surface. There 
are thousands who feel that a 
private Christian university is 
an important need in our 
pluralistic society." 

The broad based campaign 
is being led by supportive 
business leaders and regional 
volunteer leadership teams 
across Ontario. The campaign 
will continue for the next 
several months. 
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The Cditor’s Workbench 


As you know, one of the 
questions your Association 
Board has been discussing is 
what to do with our 
Recreation Fund contri- 
butions. Once again, my 
column will focus on this 
topic. 

Previously, I wrote that the 
Board was considering 
designating our share of the 
Recreation Fee money to the 
College’s $10 million LIFT 
campaign. More specifically, 
our share would go toward 
funding expansion of the 
- College Library - just as 
students at the College did 
with their share. 

There hasn’t been much in 
the way of feedback from you 
on this issue so far. Therefore, 
I’ll trust you are basically 
supportive of the idea. 

A new option under 
consideration by the Board is 
to take our share of the money 


and fund a perpetual 
scholarship. In this case, the 
money would be transferred to 
the Redeemer Foundation. It 
would remain there as an 
investment, but the interest on 
that money (say $10,000 per 
year) would be used to fund 
several scholarships for 
students. 

The beauty of this idea is 
that the benefit lasts as long as 
we like because it is the interest 
that funds the scholarships, not 
the principal. In addition, 
Redeemer College would not 
be adversely affected by this 
because the Foundation often 
lends money to the university. 
Thus, they would not suffer 
the loss of a cheap source of 
capital financing for the 
campus. 

All of us know how 
difficult it is to pay for a 
Christian university education, 
even with the benefit of loans, 


grants and tax deductions. 
Because of this, we felt that 
being able to grant even a few 
scholarships a year would be 
a very tangible benefit. 

The scholarships would be 
granted for the duration of the 
campaign. If Redeemer 
College is prepared to build a 
recreation facility at that time, 
the principal could still be 
used for that purpose, remain 
where it is, or be used for 
some other cause. 

It is my hope that the Board 
will come to a decision on the 
Recreation Fund before the 
end of June so that our gift to 
the Campaign will still be 
timely.

The inaugural ceremony for 
full professorship is based ona 
traditional European model of 
recognizing a faculty member’s 
qualifications, expertise, 
scholarship and service to the 
community, and requires a 
minimum of 12 years of teaching 
experience. The practice is one 
which has been adopted by only 
a small number of North | 
American universities.
